The ao- 
thor going that year with Sir Humphrey Gilbert to Norimbega, left 
them with his friends to publi. Turonann. 

The novel of Cynthio Giraldi, from which Shak{peare is fuppofed to 
have borrowed this fable, may be read in Shak/peare illufirated, ele- 
gantly tranflated, with remarks which will affift the enquirer to difcover 
how much abfurdity Shake{peare has admitted or avoided. 

J cannot but fufpe@ thar fome other had new-model@' The novel of 
Cynthio, or written a ftory which in forae particulars refembled it, and 
that Cynthio was not the author whom Shakipeare immediately fol- 
lowed. The emperor in Cynthio is named Maximine; the euke, in 
Shakfpeare’s enumeration of the perfons of the drama, is called Vin- 
centio. ‘This appears avery flight remark; but fince the duke has no 
name in the play, nor is ever mentioned but by his title, why fhould he 
be called Vincentio among the perjons, but becaufe the name was copied 
from the ftory, and placed fuperfluoufly at the bead o lit by the 
mere habit of tranfeription? It is therefore {{kely chat chtke was then 
a@ Story of Vincentio duke of Vienna, different from that of Maximing 
emperor of the Romans.

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Of this play the leght or comick part is very natural and pleafing, ‘bur 
the grave fcenes, if a few paflages be excepted, have more labour than 
elegance, The plot is rather intricate than ar:ful, The time of the 
aétipn is indefinite ; fome time, we know not how much, muft have 
sales between the recefs of the duke and the imprifonment of Claudio;

The gayler, [touched] 
with the outcryes of Andragio, (abborryng Promos’ lewdenes) by the 
providence of God provided thus for his fafety. He prefented Ca/fandra 
with a felonphead newlie executed ; who knew it not, being mangled, 
from her'rothers (who wasdeat libertic by the gayler). [She] was fo 
agreeved atthis trecherye, that, at the point to Icyl her felf, fie {pared 
that ftroke, to be avenged of Promos; and devyfing a way, fhe con- 
«luded, to make her fortunes knowne nto the kinges She, executing 
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this refolption, was fo highly favoured of the king, that forthwith he 
hafted to do juftice on Promos: whofe judgment was, to marry Caf= 
fendra, to xepaite her crafed honour; which donne, for his hainous 
offence, he fhould lofe his head. This maryage folempnifed, Ca/fandra 
tyed in the greateft bondes of affection to her hufband, hecame an cay/,eft 
futer for his life: the kinge, tendringe the generall benefit of the cd.non 
weale before her»fpecial cafe, although he favoured her much, would 
not graunt gher fute. Andrugio (difguived amonge the company) for- 
rowing the griefe of his Sifter, bewrayde his fafety, and craved pardon. 
The kinge, to renowne the vertues of Cajfandra, pardqied both him 
and Promos. The circumftances of this rare hiftorye, in aétion livelye 
foloweth.” 

Whetfione, however, has not afforded a very correét analyfis of his 
play, which contains a mixture of comick fcenesy between a Bawd, a 
Pimp, Felons, &c. together with fome ferious fituations which are not 
defcribed, STervens. 

One paragraph of the foregoing narrative being ftrangely confufed in 
the old copy, by fome careleffnefs of the printer, have endeavoured ta 
rectify it, by tranfpofing 2 few words, and adding two*thers, which are 
included within crotchets.
